Tho meeting at citizens to consid- 


er tile freight rate situation developed 
no fact more clearly than that one of 
the community's greatest needs tit this 
time ls-.a live, wide-awake and well 
organized chamber of c o m m e r c e 
Stated differently It might be 
raid 


that .such a need has again been cni- 
phasUod. 


In tho very nature of things all 


questions like readjustment or equali- 
zation of froiffht rates, require such 
a body to handle them. A committee 
.of citizens selected from the shippers 
of the city might he fully qualiUcd to 
deal -with such questions, but without 
an organisation like a chamber 
of 


commerce behind them they would be 
under more or less of a handicap in 
that they would, in a measure, feol 
themselves to be acting alone. 


But freight rates IB only one of a 


host of question* with which it la the 
function of a obamlber of commerce 
to deal. At frequent intervals matters 
come Up which, in the absence of 
such an organisation, nobody in the 
city feels authorized to consider or 
deal with to the extent required. The 
result la that in recent years the city 
has lost several good {opportunities to 
be of service to local enterprises or 
attract new undertakings. This has 
been a permanent lose . The only way 
that'it can in part be recouped IK to 
equip ourselves with 
an up-to-date 


chatniber of commerce having the In- 
itiative, courage and resoureefuJness 
to meet the situations *s they arise. 


It has oeen the history of public 


bodies of this class in Connell»viHe 
that without the wholehearted coop- 
eration and support of tho citizens 
comparatively little progress can bo 
made. "With Uxis experience in mind 
a reorganization of a chamber of com- 
merco ought to be approached In frucib 
an attitude and disposition as will en- 
able every person to mer^e their in- 
dividual interests in th« larger Inter- 
est of the community, and with the 
determination to join hands on every 
issue the ultimate object of which is 
to promote the material welfare of all 
the people. 


To further assure the success of 


such an organization its membership 
should include every business and 
manufacturing enterprise, every pro- 
fessional man, and every citizen who 
has a concern for th« future of Con- 
neltHYllle or who at any time nas giv- 
en, and at this particular time is giv- 
ing, serious thought as to what the 
community must do to maintain prop- 
erty values, expand it* business and 
provide more opportunities for gainful 
employment of the young men and 
women who are arriving at that per- 
iod In lite when they must find It here 
or go elsewhere 


It is encouraging to note that the 


ttrst steps have been taken toward a 
revival of a chamber of commerce 
along these lines. If the people real- 
ize that this is to be their organiza- 
tion au<j that Its success or failure 
will be wholly dependent upon the 
degree of their loyalty and coopera- 
tion, it will get somewhere as an 
agency for boosting Connellsvllle, not 
for a day but permanently.
